f FRUIT. 


Shoald Devote More Atnttab to 


Fruit Railing. 


The question at tho head of thto 


irticle ia often asked, and answered 
n various ways. 
A common answer 


is, Fruit does not pay on my farm or 
In mv locality. 
In a sense that may 


be correct. It is correct to the extent 
that fruit growing on some farms and 
In some localities never has paid. The 
proper statement, however, would be, 
"has never paid." It may be that it 
has not paid because no systematic ef- 
fort has been made to make it pay. 
The reason, or tho principal reason, 
that we do not grow more fruit in the 
West is becauue wo can grow other 
things more easily than we can fruit 
in general. Fruit requires that degree 
of attention which wo have not yet 
learned to give our crops m this great 
(ortile region. 
Our main farm crops 


grow with but little attention. 
Wa 


havo plenty of land and it is very fer- 
tile. We begin to plant and sow and 
continue as long as the season will 
lot us, and we get a pretty good aggre- 
gate crop, as a rule, under any circum- 
stances, becaui* wo have such a large 
acreage. If we had less land, and it 
was less fertile, our system of farming 
would be as unlike our present hap- 
hazard method as day is unlike night. 
We should then be compelled to be 
methodical and to calculate what would 
pay the best. The result would be that 
very often at least we should find that 
the same amount of labor bestowed 
upon fruit as would be bestowed upon 
other crops would return a much better 
profit. 
Fruit will not grow without atten- 


tion. That is certain. Fruit culture 
is a constant warfare Hgainst the nu- 
merous enemies of fruit culture. His 
a constant study. But ordinarily it 
pavs for all the trouble it necessitates, 
and it will pay better as the years go

FARM 
LABORERS. 


rlio Kind of Help th» rnrinor* of the 


Country Want. 


About this time of Iho year the fairu- 


ei 9 of this country want to employ a 
few thousand farm hands. And it is 
probable those standing around idle 
may be anxious to know what kind of 
hands they want. The writer can in- 
form them, for he has talked with the 
farmers about just this question. 
They 


want such hands thnt the owner will 
know when the "burn chores" are fin- 
ished either morning or evening, thnt 
the cattle, horses, hogs, etc , are all 
in their proper place, made secure trora 
accident or from injuring each other; 
that they have been properly and plen- 
tifully fed and watered. Ilo wants the 
assurance from the character and prac- 
tices of his hand that when away on 
tho road with his team it will be cared 
for. lie does not want to be troubled 
and constantly following after his hand 
to see if the gate or bars are shut, thu 
fence repaired in case of damage by 
stock or otherwise; that the gates and 
doors of the barn, stable and yard are 
khut at night. Nor docs he want to follow 
after his help to pick up and take care 
of axes, hoes, raKes, harness undotner 
farm implements. Ho doea not want 
a hand that is so foul m his language 
and habits that he has to keep hid 
•loung sons from associating with him. 
The farmer wants to have a little satis- 
faction ol knowing that he has a hand, 
whether the owner be at home or away, 
that will attend to all of the business 
of the farm with fidelity, with as much 
care as if thoy were his own. These 
are some of the points of character the 
farmers want this year in the hand-, 
they employ. Nor need tho hands be 
frightened at these requirements. They 
require no moro thought—no mora 
time—only a little more study how 
things should bo done—a little moro 
care about tho fomation of habits— 
and a little sounder code of theories as 
to the duties of employer and em- 
ployes.

vill have but a short probationary 
-tate in that position, as ther* will soon 
)e a premium offered for his services la 
the higher walks of lif».— Iowa Statt 
Register.
